Ihi;  annual  meetint;  wa>  .u.t  tailed  al  Ihc  usual  time  in 
Sept.Muher  because  ol  the  (Jcieral  Kli-ctior,  lor  Ihe  Dominion 
hiMuj;  then  procivUinj;. 

The  eleedon  \vas  a  reverse  lor  our  parlv  ;  and  the  result  was 
as  unexpected  In  our  opponents  as  ourselves.  It  is  ihe  general 
opinion  that  in  no  previous  election  did  our  Iriends  work  with 
more  spirit  and  eonlidence,  and  we  were  encoiirajjed  by  the  assist- 
ance volunteered  bv  many  Conservatives  who  believed  in  Kecipro- 
eily,  Our  public  meeliuK's  were  Ihron^-ed,  and  we  Icll  that  we 
hadc)uitethebeslorthea-tfumenl.  Hut  there  as  an  uncalculated 
sijenl  opposition  amoiin  our  friends  which  lost  us  main  seats 
The  r.iberal  party  lias  received  another  inlimatlon  that' bavin.' 
lope  or  reason  is  ii.-l  sulticient  to  win  an  election,  and  those  who 
think  It  nnporlanl  or  advaiila>feous  to  succeed  will  want  to  avoid 
any  policy  which  can  be  misconstrued  as  entailing'  an  alliance  with 
another  nation.  We  have  too  many  timid  people  vet  lor  such  a 
course.  I       r       . 

ir  it  is  desirable  to  analyse  the  result  from  apolitical  stand- 
point thechiel  cause  tor  loss  of  support  will  be  found  in  the  want 
t  i'.ppreciatlon  ol  the  cl.iss  whose  interests  are  injured  bv  existin.' 
...iidilions,  and  lo  whom  we  especiallv  appealed.  The  sm.dler 
farmers  h.id,  under  Liberal  },'overiiinenl,  been  i;\,vn  ^rood  prices 
considerable  prosperity  and  ,;reat  contenlment.  The  people  werj 
benefiltinK  by  the  Hritish  iVefer.-nce,  and  bv  increased  ralwav 
accommodation  and  expenditure.  Thev  were  somewhat  bewildered 
by  the  suddenness  with  which  the  jjreat  issue  came  before  them 
rhey  heard  arf;umenls  and  li^fures  slunvin,j  lari^-er  markets  and 
better  prices,  but  Ihey  also  had,  on  the  other  handi  set  before  them 
by  our  opponents  delinite  lij;ures  showin-  losses  on  the  products 
they  had  to  sell.  The  Conservative  lijjures  were  romantic,  but 
they  were  cleverly  published  and  widelv  and  lluentlv  ullered  The 
unmsiiucted  man  was  befooled  bv  them,  and  manv,  before  the 
campai^;n  closed,  took  just  enough  alarm  to  resolve  to  vole 
af;amst  any  chanj,'e  of  international  commercial  policy. 

N'ow,  and  after  the  event,  it  is  easv  to  see  that  instead  of 
supposni!;  that  our  advantageous  proposition  had  onh  lo  be 
ottered  to  be  readily  accepted,  we  mi^-ht  better  have  waited  until

We  «ere  ...lealed,  llierelnre.  mainly  h\  IHi' i  lasse- .'I  elei  li'r- : 
first,  those  who  Here  alraid  Keeiproeity  m'i^;lil  make  them  poorer; 
and  secondly,  those  who  would  r.ither  remain  poorer  than  make 
any  har>;aiii  ,>l  any  kind  with  the  other  eounlrv.  We  ha\e  plenty 
olar;,'nmenl  to  show  that  there  is  eiri>r  in  these  ideas.  \\'t  ,,'e 
sl.lked  and  lost.  .Old  we  must  respeel  the  \irdict.  Free  traders 
can  now  nr(;e  lor  r.-duelion  ol  t.irilTs  hy  independent  action  h\  the 
(ioiernment  ol  eaeli  eiiinitrv. 

A  movement  to  further  iil.t  .  se  the  Hrilish  I'relerenee  In 
reduelioii  of  duties  on  jfoods  man;.. aetured  Iroin  imported  inaleriiil 
would  rnake  a  Ime  li|,'ht.  It  would  be  belter  from  an  eeonomic 
standpoint  to  buy  out  or  Ciimpensale  certain  industries  not  nsin^f 
native  ^.-rowri  material  rather  th.iu  tax  the  people  (,'ener.illy  to 
keep  Ihem  ^'oiiii;.  The  best  way  to  make  Hrilish  subjects  reali/e 
the  iniporlauce  ol  the  Uritish  baiipire  ,ind  the  ad  lutaije  ol  livini,' 
ill  it,  is  to  allow  unrestricted  trade  between  th  Mother  lounlrv 
and  the  nominion. 

The  manutaclnrers  of  Ontario,   with  few  exceptions,  opposed 
us,  and  unduly  inlluenced  their  iilen.     Their  eniploi  ees  lor|,'ol  thai 
the  ballot  is  secret,  and    ■ill  h.ive  to  continue  to  sutler  Ihel-vils    <( 
combines  in   liousehold  supplies.       They  are  now    perplexed   \ 
nesses  ol  the  triumph  of  those  from  w  horn  Ihev  need  expect   lit 
assistance  or  support  in  their  endeavours  lor  lietlerment. 

Hut  a  ffratifvini,'  result  of  the  election  is  the  buoyant  and 
conlideut  attitude  of  our  active  workers.  Thev  have  taken  defeat 
with  undaunted  spirit.  The  personnel  of  the 'new  .Ministrv  does 
not  dismay,  and  tlie  shillv-shallyin;;  on  important  matters' w  Inch 
has  been  a  feature  of  our  opponents'  conduct  will  briiif,'  inevitable 
.    niortilicaliou.      We  will  soon  lead  aj,'aiii. 

Our  Government  made  a  sturdy  eFort  to  relieve  and,  therefore, 
to  help  Ihe  Mother  Country  in  the  matter  of  naval  defence  and 
protection  of  trade  routes.  There  is  evidence  that  this  work  will 
be  postponed  by  the  Conservative  and  "Nationalist"  Cnn  ernmeni, 
and  frittered  away  on  one  pretext  or  another.  It  will  be  our  duty 
to  try  to  keep  public  opinion  sound  or  this  question,  and  strugjile 
to  maintain  the  principle  inauj,'nraled  by  our  parlv. 

A  feelinj,'  of  profound  admiration  and  fealty  j,'oes  out  to  our 
leader,  "The  Chief,"  who  for  40  years  has  given  his  best  to  the 
party  and  the  country,  .and  we  rejoice  that  he  is  to  rem.iin  chief 
of  His  .Majesty's  Loyal  Opposition. 

There  has  been  a  Liberal  prime  minister,  either  .it  Oltaw.i  or 
Toronto,  ever  since  Confederation  in  18O7,  and  the  Liberal  party  is 


not  troinj;  to  pine  if  for  a  few  years  they  may  serve  the  country 
wholly  in  opposition. 

We  are  now  in  another  struggle  in  tlie  Provincial  arena.  Our 
candidates  and  supporters  are  relying,  upon  local  enlhusiasm  and 
eftort  rather  t'^an  placing  too  much  dependence  on  ceiilral  orj^ani- 
zation,  and  in  the  end  nothiiiif  but  s;ood  must  ensue  from  such  a 
policy.  Our  leading  men  who  can  afford,  it  have  often  contributed 
generously  towards  printing,  literature  and  salaries  of  organizers. 
But  independent  local  etlort  is  the  ideal  method,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  temptation  to  look  outside  the  riding  for  a.ssistance  will 
les.sen  and  give  way. 

In  the  opinion  of  many,  the  time  has  come  when  attention 
must  be  given  to  the  views  of  those  Liberals  who  believe  Ihat  the 
distinct  pledges  of  party  leaders  made  in  IsiU  and  1.S!I7 
regarding  the  limitation  of  liquor  sellihjr,  should  no  longer  be 
Ignored.  The  party  has  got  no  credit  for  failure  to  keep  these 
pledges.  The  support  ot  a  sincere  cla.ss  of  men  .as  either  sought 
or  held  because  of  these  pledges  ;  and  so  long  as  we  who  are  the 
successors  of  the  Liberal  party  of  those  davs  decline  to  carry  out 
Its  will  and  testament,  our  executorship  will  be  called  to  account. 
The  pledges  were  not  fettered  by  detail,  and  a  just  manner  of  carry, 
ing  out  their  spirit  would  be  to  amend  the  Liquor  License  .Kct  bv 
enacting  that  after  101.)  no  license  he  issued  to  sell  intoxicating 
hquor  in  bar-rooms  in  Ontario.  In  cities  and  those  municipalities 
which  cherish  the  right  to  regulate  their  own  life  and  conduct  let 
shops  and  dispensaries  remain,  unless  abolished  bv  Local  Option 
vote.  As  a  majority  of  voters  has  more  than  "once  voted  for 
abolition  in  the  Province  there  would  be  no  injustice  by  reason  of 
want  of  warning  or  notice. 

If  this  is  the  right  thing  to  do,  then  it  follows  that  it  must  be 
politically    expedient.

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DOMINION  GENERAL  ELECTION 

The  results  of  the  Cienera!  Election  of  September  21st,  itjii. 
are  shown  in  the  returns  at  the  end  of  this  report.  Of  the  86  seats 
in  Ontario,  the  Liberals  secured  13  and  the  Conservatives  73,  a 
majority  of  60  for  the  Conservative  party  in  this  Province. 

This  unprecedented  reverse  affords  the  Liberal  party  an 
opportunity  to  do  some  political  stock-taking  reKardin),"-  prevailinj,' 
conditions. 

Our  chanj^ed  fortunes  will  demand  a  more  severe  test  of  p.irty 
loyalty.  It  i^'oes  without  saying  that  parly  funds  for  necessary 
organization  cannot  be  collected  so  readily  when  a  parly  is  in 
opposition,  and  on  each  riding  association  therefore  must  rest  a 
greater  measure  of  responsibility  for  adequate  support  of  the 
Liberal  cause.
